How Nero Destroyed His Mother 


; Fewer crueler humans than the Empero: Nero ever tived, but even so history did 
him a cruel injustice. Posterity remembered him only as a monster, forgetting that he 
was ap open-handed patron of the arts, a lover and e creator: of beautiful things. His 
reign always bas been popularly associated with the martyrdoms of the Early Christians. 
It merely happened that Nero was the first of the Roman Emperors actively to persecute 
the Christians. Certain of his successors tortured and killed infinitely greater oaumbers 
of the members of the new sect than he but because. be was the pioneer among 

ot bim anti-Christ, and the 
ainetéeen centuries follow-

_ sa matter of sober fact it would appear that at his worst Nero was no worse than 
a vast majority of his contemporaries.of the ancient world. He merely had more power, 
greater opportunities for excess than they had-—that’s all. At his best, he would appear 
in critical taste, in appreciation of music, and poetry and “éculpture and oratory and 
architecture, as measuring up to favorable comparison With the better minds of his gen- 
eration. 

If sexually he was not so depraved as some who came after him to sit upon the 
throne of the Empire, he was depraved enough, in all conscience! Wantonly he slew 00 
more of his friends, his councilors, his kinspeople - and bis supporters, than did sundry 

_ other Roman rulers; but at least he picked for his More outstanding victims persons of 
such prominence that the world must take special cognizance of the murderous tally which 
he piled up. His golden sandals tracked through human blood all the days of his reign. 
He lived by violence and throve on it and, by violence, when his race was run, the fat 
debauchee died. : 

One act in particular became the reddest star in his crown of eternal infamy. To 
his other crimes he added the most unnatural of all crimes—the crime of matricide. His 

_ mother was the very incarnation of evil craft and malignant intentions. To win for her 
son the diadem, she made away with all who stood betwcen him and that goal. In his 
behalf ker ambition was as constant as it was unrelenting. But when he reached the 

' pinnacle he destroyed her as readily as he destroyed any lesser creature who ‘had an- 
noyed ar frightened him. Having made him what be was, Agrippina still sought to rule 

_ and to, control. her beast of a son. Chafing under her sco!dings and resentful of her in- 
trigues, he bad her put to death. 

j It is “with the murder of Nero’s mother by Nero’s order that the article appearing 
here deals. ‘in ;his deathless “Annals,” that greatest of all the older historians, Caius 
Cornelius Tatit who had been bern during the time of Nero, recorded with circumstan- 
Gial detail the facts regarding the fate of Agrippina. We may be quite sure that ip read- 

‘img what. Tacitus wrote we read the sober truth. 

Here is-what he said of his own purpose: “I regard it as history’s highest function 
to rescue merit from oblivion and to bold up as a terror to base words and actions the 
teprobation of posterity.” 

Tacitus knew what he was talking about—e rare enough thing’ among the earliest 
of the chroniclers. What was still rarer, be knew how to set forth his narrative with 
terseness and force. In our gallery af eye-witnesses he stands pre-eminent.

“Half dead with terror and crying 
out that his mother might be expected 
every moment, eager for revenge; that 
she would elther arm the slaves or 
inflame the suldiers or make her way .

friends. What protection had he , 
against her ff Seneca and Burrus could 
not devise something? und he itmme- 
diately sent fur them. It is doubtful 
whether they were already acquaint- 
ed with his designs. Both were silent 
for some time, either because they 
thought it useless to attempt to dis- 
sunde Nero, or they believed that 
things had come to that pass that 
Nero must perish if Agrippina was uot 
removed out of the way. Seneca at 
last so far took the lead as to look 
to Burrus and ask whether the sol- 
diers should receive orders to Kill . 
Agrippina. Burrus replied that the 
Praetorians were devoted to all the 
family of the Caesars; that they 
cherished the memory of Germanicus 
and they would not venture on any 
extreme measure against his chil- 
dren; Anicetus, he said, should per- 
form his promise. Without any hesi- 
tation Anicetus asked to be allowed 
to complete his crime. Upon hearing 
these words, Nero declared that on 
that day the empire was really con- 
ferred on him, and to a freedman he 
owed the gift; he bade him go quick 
and take with him the readiest men 
to execute his commands. Nero bim- 
self, bearing that Agerinus had come 
to him with a message from Agrip- 
pina, adopted a theatrical contrivance 
to make him look like a crintinal; 
while Agerinus was delivering his 
message, he threw down a dagger at 
his feet. He then commanded him to 
be put fn chains, as if he had been 
detected in an assassination, in order 
that he might invent a false stgry of 
his mother having plotted the destruc- 
thon of the emperor, und then, through 
shame at her‘crime being detected, 
‘having committed suicide. :
